3. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

4. Claims 17,24, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 17 fail to further limit the apparatus of claim 1 as such limitations are 
already within claim 1 upon which claim 17 indirectly depends. 

Claim 24 is an improper use claim. Claim 24 provides for the use of the 
apparatus during a process, but, since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in 
the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to 
encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

5 The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was pat nted or describ d in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
us or on sal in this country, more than on year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-5,8,10,11,18,21,22,26, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by White(US Patent No. 3,507,308). 

White teaches a degassing apparatus including conditioning container(30), 
supply container^ 2), vacuum pump(54), liquid pump(58), heater(46), temperature 
controller(48), liquid level controller(42), supply conduit(76) with valve(80), discharge 
conduit(62) with valve(70). 

7. Claims 6,7,9,12,13,14,15,16,19,20,23,25, 27,28,29,30,31 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

8. Claims 17 and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C, 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teach nor suggest the dependent claim limitations of instant claims 6- 
7,9,12-16,19-20,23,25,27-31 in combination with the features of the independent claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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10. Applicant's arguments filed 12-3-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that White fails to disclose the supply container having a line 
from the conditioning container connecting below the liquid level of the supply container. 
Examiner respectively disagrees in that White does have an inlet from the conditioning 
container to the supply container below the liquid level of the supply container. Note 
inlet 26 of supply container 12 is below the liquid level as container 12 is filled with 
liquid, col. 2 line 70. All other arguments have been considered but are not deemed to 
be persuasive.
